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ABSINTHE DRINKING.

An Insidious Poison that Means Insan- 
ity and Certain Death. 
From the New York Times. 


Absinthe mere is said to steadily in- 
crease in the Republic, but much less steadily 
than in Switzerland and France, particularly 
in France, where great efforts are made for 
itsabatement. It has grown to an enormous 
evil in those countries, notably in the large 
cities, like Geneva, Zurich, Berne, Marseilles, 
Lyons and Paris. At the French capital the 
practice has augmented alarmingly within 
eight or ten years, cflicers of the army, busi- 
ness and professional men and journalists 
end authors being specially its victims. A 
French physician of eminence has recently 
declared that it is ten times more pernicious 
than ordinary intemperance, and that it very 
seldom happens that the habit, 
once fixed, can be unloosed. 
The same autbority says that the increase of 
insanity is largely due to absinthe. It exer- 
cises a deadly fascination, the source of which 
scientists have vainly tried to discover, al- 
though they have no trouble in ascertaining 
its effects. Its immoderate use speedily acts 
on the entire nervous system in aes and 
the brain in particular, in which it produces 
actual organie changes with accompanying 
derangement of all the mental powers. The 
habitual drinker becomes dull, languid; is 
sconcompletely brutalized, and then goes 
raving mad. He is at last wholly or partially 
paralyzed, ualess, as often happens, disor- 
dered liver and stomach brings a 
quicker end. The liquor is dangerously se- 
ductive because it seems,in the beginning, 
to help the digestive organs, whenit really 
hurts them, and very seriously. Many per- 
sons have been induced to take absiuthe for 
indigestion, and have thus gradually fallen 
under its baleful influence. The drinker is 
in most cases in seeming good health, having 
no thoucht of bis peril, until the hour when 
illness bas declared itself. He is apt, in- 
deed, to believe that he is remarkably well, 
and to consider all the stories about absinthe 
mere bugaboos. The earliest symptoms of 
ailment lead to an examination, and to the 


knowledge that his entire system is deranged, » 


usually beyond restoration. His first iliness 
is apt to be bis last, and death is a welcome 
relief. Absinthe has not long been known; 
in fact, it was not made a century ago. 
Some ninety years since, a French refugee, 
Dr. Ordinaire, settled at the small village of 
Couvet, Switzerland, and acquired a very fine 
practice in the neighborhoed. He prepared 
his own medicines, one of them being an ex- 
tract of wormwood, which he held in high es- 
teem and compounded with his own hands. 
He prepared it froma private recipe, and ad- 
ministered it to his patients with excellent 
effect. Betofe his death he imparted the 
secret to others, and the extract was exten- 
sively made and sold to peddlers. It was pre- 
pared from the yellow flowers of the common 
wormwood, and it was gradually improved, 
or, rather, deteriorated, upon, until the pres- 
ent liqueur had been obtained. In the Val de 
Travers, Canton of Neufchatel, about 100,000 
gallons are annually distilled of this most al- 
luring poison.

Only one hope was left. and that was a leap— 
sixty feet above the pavement!—and the aid 
ot Providence only could lend the hope to 
reach safety. It required sublime courage to 
think of the undertaking—it needed more—a 
mother’s love.

PNEUMONIA. 


A Winter Disease that Devastates 
Northern States. ous 


From the New York Times. 


A number of deaths have occurred here from 
pneumonia since the unseasonably cold 
weather toward the close of November. There 
will be many more during the winter, as there 
always are; for pneumonia, generally called 
lung fever in the country, is one of the com- 
monest and most perilous diseases in this lati- 
tude and climate. The number of persons of 
all ages and conditions who are killed by it is 
surprising and alarming. It would seem 
sometimes, from reading obftuaries, that all 
whodo not die of kidney complaints die of 

neumonia, which is, however, less prevalent 

n winter than in spring and autumn. But 
the insidious, refractory disorder is not 
confined to any season hereabout, 
serious and fatal cases occurring even in 
midsummer. Prevalent as it is in and around 
New York, it is far less prevalent than in 
Boston and many other New England and in- 
terior towns. Pneumonia has three distinct 
stages, corresponding to different degrees of 
inflammation. The first stage is engorgement, 
in which the lung, or a portion of it, is gorg- 
ed with blood; is heavier and of darker color 
and does not crepitate or crackle, asa healthy 
lung does, when pressed between the fingers; 
the air that should be inthe pulmonary cells 
being largely replaced by fluid. The engorg- 
ed part is seen, too, on cutting, to be abnor- 
mally red, and to exude a quantity of red- 
dish frothy serum. The second stage is 
red bepatization, when the lung resembles 
liver, is dark-hued, compact, friable; its 
tissue being readily broken by the finger, 
and, if cut or torn, presenting a multitude of 
small rounded granulations. The third stage 
is gray hepatization, which resembles many 
ofthe characteristics of the second stage, 
though the lung tissue is gray or yellowish, 
as the pame indicates. The color shows it- 
self at first in scattered points, which grad- 
ually coalesce. The lung is still more friabie; 
may be reduced toa pulp. aud. on cutting, 
yields a thick fluid of blood, pus and mucus. 
Pneumonia may be cured without much 
trouble in its first and second stages, but 
whether it can be in the third can hardly be 
told, because there is no certain sign of its 
beginning. The existence of the last stage 
may be guessed, however, if the 
face of the patient be extremely 
pale, if the expectoration be purulenti andif 
the disease have Masted long enough. Its du- 
ration 1s seldom less than seven or more than 
twenty days. Prolonged exposure to cold is 
a frequent cause, thougb, in many cases, the 
cause cannot be traced. With infants and the 
aged, the dises se is very apt to be fatal, but it 
is dangerous always, especially after the first 
stagé has been passed. The sufferer dies at 
last from suffocation, though he generally re- 
tains his faculties to the end. He steadily 
loses flesh and strength, and the best treat- 
ment consists in supporting him and allaying 
such symptoms as arise. When recovery has 
taken place, the lungs are often left very 
weak and sensitive for a long while, and sub- 
ject to new attacks of a pulmonary kind. 


A Piteous Case. 
Paris Letter to the Philadelphia Telegraph. 

Xavier Aubryet is dead, after seven vears 
of atrocious sufferings from the borrible mal- 
ady that tortured and killed Henri Heine— 
namely, decay of the spinal marrow. The 
agonies that the poor author endured were 
by him described in vivid terms. In his pre- 
face to Our Neighbors’ Homes and Our 
Own,“ he speaks of himself as having his 
whole skeleton “as sensitive as a decayed 
tooth.“ In one of his notes addressed to M. 
Villemessant (for be was for years at- 
tached to the staff of the Figaro) he de- 
clares that his body contains a Marinon1 
engine that issues 15,000 pangs a day.“ To 
ad d to bis misery, his evesight gradually for- 
sook him, and when he died he was barely 
able to distinguish light from darkness. This 
blindness brought upon him an added stroke, 
perhaps the sharpest of them all. In his 
days of health he had written a book upon 
Thegphile de Viau. It was the beloved toil 
of his life, his masterpice, his chief claim to 
posthumous honors and enduring fame. 

A few months ago he decided to publish 
this work. He caused it to be drawn from its 
hiding place and put into his hands. He 
caressed it fondly, turned over the pages that 
be could no longer see, and then offered it to 
his secretary. Read it!?“ he cried. Alas! 
that was impossible. The peculiar hand- 
writing of Xavier Aubryet, minute, flowing, 
almost feminine in its character, had become, 
under the first pressure of the terrible 
malady that consumed him,an illegible scrib- 
bling. He sione could have read it, and he 
was biind. Friends and experts in handwrit- 
ing both did all they could, but all efforts 
were in vain. The book remains a sealed 
volume. It never will be printed—it has per- 
ished with its author.

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The Remarkable Criminal Career 
John Price, of Baltimore. 
Baltimore Correspondence New York Sum. 


No criminal ever gained such notoriety in 
Raltimore as John Price. More than of 
a long life has been spent within the walls of 
the Maryland penitentiary, and now that a 
fifteen years’ sentence is just expiring, pub- 
dic attention is again called to this man, whose 
hands have been stained with the 1 * of at 


of 


convict the penitentiary authorities never 
teak a worse man, when under the influence of 
iquor, never walked the streets of Baltimore. 
Sober, he was everybody’s friend; drunk, he 
was the dangerous enemy of all he met. 
Sober, he was a coward; drunk, he was a 
bully and ruffian, and no man could whip out 
a pistol and fire a fatal shot quicker than he. 
obn Price was not a bad boy. He was 
well educated at the once famous school of 
Prof. Rittenhouse, near the old Belair mar- 
ket and was an apt scholar. He was somewhat 
delicate, and was rather looked down upon 
by his companicns as a weakling, but as 
he was attaining his majority he began to de- 
velop those characteristics which made him a 
terror to all Old Town and led him to commit 
those murders which have had such a singu- 
lar relation to the history of several families. 
Old residents of the northeast portion of the 
city have not forgotten the reign of terror of 
which he was the cause. Whea drurk he 
had a habit of tucking bis trowsers in his 
boots, and the expression arose, Look out 
for John Price when he has his boots on’’— 
and the expression meant something. 
People barred and double-locked their doors 
when they knew that he was ona spree, for 
no one could tell where he would land or 
what mad crime he might commit. For him 
to wall: into a house, smash up the furniture 
and beat the inmates was a common occur- 
rence, and the people might consider them- 
selves lucky ifthey escaped with their lives. 
Not to mention dastardly assaults, for which 
he served jail sentences ofa year or 80, his 
murders have kept him in the penitentiary 
for about thirty years. When he first entered 
he had just passed his thirtieth year, and 
was a tall and handsome fellow. He is now 
an old man, bent with age and his hair sil- 
vered with gray, modest and retiring, and 
though in good health has evidently only a 
few years to live. 

His first crime was the murder of one Da- 
vid Donaldson, a fish-dealer of Old Town, 
whom he ripped open with a knife in a fight 
upon the York road, nearly fifty years ago. 
Donaldson had, not long before, married a 
handsome wife who has become a central fig- 
ure in the history of his crimes. and though 
a true and good woman anda devoted wife, 
has had her name often mentioned inthe same 
breath as that of her husband’s murderer. 
Not only did John Price kill her husband, but 
twenty years later he murdered her own 
brother, George Campbell. When he killed 
her husband, his father, William Price, felt 
it his duty to care for her, and thus became 
intimately acquainted with the pretty widow, 
and his pity for her lorn condition ripened in- 
to love, and he proposed to her, was accepted, 
and their marriage soon followed. She thus 
became the step-mother of the man who had 
murdered her husband. This marriage oc- 
curred before Price killed George Campbell. 
The murder of George Campbell was a pecu- 
liarly atrecious one, and many thought that 
T’rice should have expiated it upon the gal- 
lows, It was committed in May, 
1845, at a time when justice 
was at a discount in Maryland. It 
took place at the old Arbeiter Hall, in Balti- 
more street, between Holliday and Gay 
streets. Campbell, who was [Price’s half- 
uncle by marriage, had returned with Price 
from a May ball and stepped into Arbeiter 
Hall for a drink. Price, in his insulting way, 
hurled the contents of a beer glass into Camp- 
bell’s face, and when Campbell resented it 
Price whipped out bis pistol and shot Camp- 
bell dead at his feet. When the case wis 
called in the Criminal Courtin this city for 
trial it was found that with the free use of 
money, for Price’s father was rich, the jury 
had been packed in the interests of Price,and 
had thecase been tried in this city Price 
would undoubtedly have escaped punish- 
ment. By strenuous efforts of the State’s 
Attorney the case was removed to Annapolis, 
where, by the use of money, the verdict was 
reduced to murder in the second degree, and 
Price was sentenced to fifteen vears in the 
penitentiary. This sentence expired in 1863, 


the Governor restoring Price to citizenship | 


by sending bima pardon the day before his 
sentence expired by law. 


Price was always nettled by the marriage 
of his father with Donaldson’s widow, and | 


during his incarceration frequently uttéred 


the threat that the first time he got drunk | 


after his release he should kill her, and thus 


add to bis victims the woman who was al- 


ready the wife of one and the sister of an- 


other. 
soon after his release he caught her in his 


father’s house and wasin the act of killing 


her when a neighbor heard her screams and 


drove Price off at the muzzle of a gun. Only. 
three years intervened between his release 
and the committal of the crime which sent 
him back tothe penitentiary, where he has 
remained to this day. This Was the murder 
of De Witt Clinton James, better know, as 
„Clint“ James, a member of the sporting 
fraternitv. This murder was committed on 
May 9, 1866, in the old American Theater, at 
the Museum Building, at Baltimore and Cal- 
vert streets, where the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company is now erecting a hand- 
some structure. Itadjoined Barnum’s Hotel, 
and was less than three squares 
from the scene of the murder 
of Campbell. Price and James. had 
a quarrel at the matinee, James being em- 
ployed as a policeman at the theater. The 
quarrel was renewed at night, and to end it 
Price shot James twice, once in the head 
and once in the hip. Many believethat Price 
fired in self-defense, but the jury which tried 
the ease, in November following, found him 
guilty of murder in the second degree, and 
Judge Bond, who nowsits on the bench in 
the United States Court, sentenced him to the 
penitentiary for another tifteen years. This 
sentence is now about expinng, as, by a law 
passed by the Legislature a few years, go, 
well-behaved convicts are allowed two 
months each year. No better behaved convict 
was ever in the penitentiary than John 
Price, who has reduced his sentence nearly a 
year. It expires on Thursday next, and ef- 
forts, which will probably prove successful, 
are now being made to induce Gov. Hamilton 
torestoreto Price the rights of citizenship 
by pardoning him en Wednesday next. Price 
bas been twice married, his first wife having 
died before he killed Campbell, her two chil- 
dren following her while John wasin the 
penitentiary for that murder. His second 
wife now lives in Washington, and he will 
join her upon his release. Heisin comforta- 
ble circumstances, as his fatherleft hima 
small fortune, which has been accumulating 
during his imprisonment. 

Another feature connected with this singu- 
lar life of crime is that Price, as well as oth- 
er members of his family, have professed con- 
version tothe Christian faith. Price’s father 
was in his early lifeagambler, and madea 
fortune at it. In his later year he professed 
conversion, and became a leading member of 
Harford Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, 
apd afterward of Mount Lebanon Independ- 
ent Methodist Church, Price’s brother— 
James Price—for many years a sporting man, 
but a kind husband and father—professed re- 
ligion a short time before his death, a year 
ego, and was received into membership at 
Madison Square Methodist Episcopal 
Church. John Price himself, when Mr. 
Moody was here two years aco and held servi- 
ces at the penitentiary, announced bimself as 
a convert, ſt is said,and still clings to bis deter- 
mination to lead a better life. His stepmoth- 
er, the woman whose life has been rendered 
miserable by his crimes, still lives in thef big 
house bis father left her at his death, at Caro- 
lina and Biddie streets, in Northeast Balti- 
more. She has been very kind to John dur- 
ing his life in the penitentiary, and, it is saia, 
bas confidence in his resolve to reform and no 
fear tbat be willever carry out his threats 
against her.

How the Little Street Girls of New 
York are Neglected. .- 
New York Correspondence Philadelphia Times. 


Waile the Society for the Prevention (with 
a capital P) of Cruelty to Children is arrest- 
ing well-dressed, well-fed, well-paid chil- 
dren on thestage of the Academy of Music, 
it permits little seven-year old girls to be 
starved, exposed and outraged on the public 
streets at an bour when every philanthropist 
in the city is abed and asleep. For years | 
bave endeavored to solve this little giri 
problem. Our streets are filled with them. 
Our offices are infested with them. They seli 
papers, matches, apples, nuts and oranges, 
and encounter not alone the pitiless heat of 
the summer and the fierce blasts of the win- 
ter, but the terrible temptations of a city 
where wolves might be considered mission- 
aries and wilder beasts might pass for Chris- 
tians. This humbug society with the long 
name has a suit of convenient offices 
luxuriously furnished and a list of reputable 
officers. It has patrons, a patronage and 
money enough to purchase palaces. But so 
far as I can discover it never touches a chiid 
in rags, it never succors a girl in distress, it 
never helps a boy in trouble. But it is ever- 
lastingly sending mento the back doors of 
theaters, always hauling up managers who 
hire and pay children by the week and never 
wearies in making happy children miserable. 
This society permits school exhibitions, for 
which children are tortured, and winks at 
academic shows, for which children are 
crammed as other geese are for Christmas.

Having received a divine call 
to do something for St. Louis, Mr. Allen 
conceived the idea of purchasing the in- 
choate Iron Mountain Railroad and carry- 
ipgitto completion. Ile did this with 
great success. All that he was ever able 
to get out of the city of St. Louis in the 
shape of aloan was $125,000, and he ob- 
tained that at a time of great 
embarrassment. It must be admit- 
ted that our city has treated its 
Benefactor with considerable  cool- 
ness, though it must be borne in mind that 
it presented him with $125,000 wherewith 
to commence the erection of the new 
Southern Hotel and elected him to Con- 
gress—little matters, it is true, but ney- 
ertheless entitled to a place onthe credit 
side of the ledger. Every citizen of St. 
Louis must feel that a great debt of grati- 
tude is due Mr. Allen for having conceiv- 
ed aud carried into execution our great 
Southern highway. But after all Mr. Allen 
has not done so badiy. He constructed 
his road with borrowed capital. The 
money put into the enterprise is represent- 
ed by a series of mortgages which cover 
it from end to end. Mr. Allen ob- 
tained his stock inthe main by what is 
known asthe watering process. It cost 
him very little actual money. He has just 
sold 40,000 shares at fifty cents on the dol- 
lar, aggregating nearly $2,000,000. The 
State was originally robbed in the most 
shameful manner ofits ownership in the 
Iron Mountain Road, and Mr. Allen pur- 
chased the ‘‘plant’’ for a mere song. De- 
ducting from the sum paid him by Mr. 
Gould the amount expended by himin 
getting control of the road in its incom- 
plete state, we have the net profit accruing 
from the twelve years of Benefactorship 
for St. Louis—say abouta million anda 
half. Including his salary as President, 
the salaries of his family and his opportu- 
nities for speculation, we havea grand 
total of something like 83,000, 000. Mr. 
Allen may upbraid St. Louis in his efforts 
to justify his last speculation, but the 
entire country will agree that his self- 
imposed office of Benefactor has not been 
wholly without honor or profit. 


COVERING THE RETREAT. 


How Badly Mr. Thomas Alien Was Treated 
By St. Louis. 


From an Interview with Mr. Allen in this Morn- 
ing’s Globe- Democrat. 

was one of the original incorporators of 
the International and Great Northern Road, 
which I have always viewed as the true route 
to Mexico and the Mexican capital. I, two 
years ago, sent a party of thirty or forty St. 
Louis capitalists down there by way of Laredo, 
and also, as you yourself remember, sent a 
party to the City of Mexico, but I never was 
able to get St. Louis totake any steck in it. 
Ihave been here for twenty-five years, labor- 
ing to build up St. Louisand improve it, for I 
have real estate and other interests here, but 
I have never been ableto get any su»stantial 
aid from St. Louis cipitalists. It isu't in them 
todo anything. When I was fighting the 
Barings with a vien to pushing the Inter- 
national through into Mexico and really need- 
ed help, lsought aid here—and what do you 
suppose I raised among St. Louis capitalists? 
—$125,000 was alll could get. It was proba- 
bly a good deal for St. Louis, but it cut no fig- 
ure in a fignt like that. : 

There I was! Some of our stockholders 
became frightened and began to sell. The 
stock, which had sold at 49, began to droop 
and declined to 41. I was alone, and without 
hope of obtaining any help from St. Louis. 
Even then I was not obliged to sell. I could 
have gone ow an indefinite time, but the pros- 
pect of having to fight single-handed the com- 
bined money and influence of a combination 
such asthatof Messrs. Gould, Sage, Dillon, 
and their associates, was not very encourag- 
,ing, especially as I could not feel the necessi- 
ty for carrying on the struggle. 1 thought 
that by selling out to them I would be abie to 
secure harmopy,and I think now I made the 
best arrangements possible under the circum- 
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| tne Southwest, and gives, I think, to St. Lonis 
a decided advantage. Although the interests 
of the syndicate are so vast, and scuttered 
over so much territory, that I think is an ad- 
ditional reason for believing.that St. Louis 
will be the gainer. In any event this city 
should not complain at my action. I have 
taken a great deal ot pride in the Iron Moun- 
tain Road,and have worked steadily for the im- 
provement and building up of St. Louis, both 
because it was ast. Louis road and because I 
live here and have large interests here. If I 
could have secured the assistance I needed 
from St. Louis, it would probably have been 
different, but there was no such thing as get- 
ting what was necessary.’’

Mr. Allen and his colleagues have made a 
splendid thing out of the Iron Mountain Road, 
and—asthey sayin business circles—they have 
now realized, that is, they have finally safely 
pocketed their profits. 

As to the effect of this event on the trade of 
St. Louis, the opinions of the best informed 
widely differ, nevertheless the generalimpres- 
sion prevails that St. Louis at the very best 
can gain nothing by thischange. The former 


owners ot the Iron Mountain were St. Louisans; 


that means not alone inhabitants of St. Louis, 
but in addition men who had exactly the same 
interest in the development and prosperity of 
the city of St. Louis asthe other inhabitants. 
Especially was this the case with Mr. Allen, 
who is one of the largest real estate owners in 
the city and is interested in many other St. 
Louis undertakings. With Jay Gould this is not 
the case. Ile is simply arailroad king and noth- 
ing more. Assuch he will make out of this road 
and out ot his collective railroad property all 
that can be made, perfectly indifferent whether 
the trade of this or that city may be profited or 
damaged. Already the tact thatthe acquisi- 
tion of this road puts him in possession of all 
the lines to the South and Southwest,and shuts 
out competition, is a very grave matter.

The Imitation Butter Brought Into Court 
— An Iinjanction Suit Against Norman 
Brown. 

The Commercial Manutacturing Company, 
Consolidated, of New York, and tne Southern 
Dairy Company of Kentucky,this morning 
filed in the United States Circuit Court a 
bill inequity, ordering that Norman Brown.of 
St. Louis, be restrained from the manufacture 


of oleomargarine. The bill recites that the 
Commercial Manufacturing Company is a cor. 
poration of the State of New York, with 
a principal oftice at New York 
City, the Southern Dairy Company 
being of New York, with a yy om oflice at 
Louisville. They complain that before July 
17, 1869, Hippolyte Mege, of Paris, France, 
wasthe true original and first inventor ef 
certain new and useful improvements in the 
art of rendering fat, for which he received 
letters patent in France, England and the 
United States, the latter bein 
granted December 30, 1873. The b 
detaiis the progress of the patent from 
company to company until it reached their 
hands, and then directly complains that since 
June 9, 1880, defendant has infringed and 
— the patent belonging to plaintiff, 
viz.: 

1. By the rendering of animal fat at a low 
temperature devoid of d ble taste. 

2. By separating the oleomagarine for the 
purpose of producing a material adapted to 
use asordinary butter for culinary purposes 
and to be turther treated for 
R r butter. 

3. By sellſog as a new product of manu- 
facture oleomargarine, obtained from tat 
rencered atalow temperature and separated 
from thestearine. By semen oleomargar- 
ine with waterand m for the pu of 
making a more perfect imitation ot butter, 
and by selling the same butter-like product. 

The bill, theretore, prays that rown be 
enjoined from further manufacture of the 
product described. The defendant is 
a dealer in nides and leather. 
and a commission merchant at 
518 North Levee and 526 North Commercial 
alley. Should the injunction be granted, plain- 
tiffs will proceed to sue for damages.

The Kansas City Express Derailed 
at Eureka, St. Louis County. 


- —

Twelve Persons Injured and Two 
Coaches Wrecked on the M. P. R. R. 


At half past ten o’clock yesterday evening 
the village of Eurekain St. Louis county was 
startled by the report that the Kansas City Ex- 
press had been ditched two miles 
out, almost at the very same 


place where the great Missouri Pacific 
accident happened about ten years ago. A 
crowd of people at once gathered anc pro- 
ceeded to the scene of the wreck, where two 
coaches were foundoff the track and a erowd 
of men collected about a little group of 
wounded people. The Kansas City ex- 
press lett St. Louis at 8:40 
p. m. and reached the scene of the accident 
nearly at 10:30. A heavy freight train pass- 
ed over the track a few minutes before the 
accident and evidentiy broke the rail, which 
did the damage. When the express came on 
the engine, the mail and baggage cars and one 
passenger coach passed over the broken 
piece, and the last two coaches, one of thema 
sleeper, were derailed. The train was going 
at a high rate of speed at the time, and conse- 
a the derailed coaches were burled from 
the track with great violence. For a few 
moments all was confusien in the 
derailea!coaches, It was thought that the acci- 
dent was even worse than it was, and the 
strenuous efforts of the more cool-headed pas- 
sepgers were all that saved several of the wo- 
men on the train. As soon as help could be 
given it was found that twelve 
of the passengers were wounded, but 
only three of them severely hurt. The tele- 
graph wires were at once set to work and 
special trains from Kirk wood and Washington 
with doctors on board were dispatched to the 
scene of the accident. Every possible atten- 
tion was shown the wounded. The three 
whose injuries are most severe were 
carried out to the Missouri Pacific Hospital at 
Washington,where — — be cared tor prop - 
erly, Dr. Pittman, of Kirkwood, took charge 
of sume of the more slightly injured, and the 
balance kept on out the road. Theobstruction 
was removed at once, 4 delay 
of about three hours being all that 
the railroad company was affected by the acci- 
dent. It was said attne office of the Missouri 
Pacific here that no one was to blame for the 
accident. It was one which absolutely could 
not de foreseen. The peculiar 
bot and cold weather lately has rendered 
the 1ails particularly dangerous, and liable to 
be broken. With every possible foresignt ex- 
— such an accident may occur at any 
me. 

One ofthe peculſar features about the aftair 
ts the manner in which it was kept 
dark. Although it happened early last 
night, nothing was of course in the morning 
papers about it, and no one who was in the 
train has yet been found about town. At the 
office ot the Missouri Pacific a full report has 
been received from the conductor of the train 
giving substantially the same facts 
as those set forth above, only 
mention is not made of mere than three in- 
jured persons. It was impossible to get the 
names of those who were hurt among the 
meacer details obtainable, but it is said that 
they were chiefly men. Only two women were 
among the injured, and their injuries were 
not at all serious.

Men Say on the Subject.

A report was current this morning on the 
street, and more particularly on ’@hange, that 
Gould had already opened negotiations for the 
direct purcbase of the St. Louis and New Or- 
leans Anchor Line of Steamshins. What he 

wanted of the line nobody couid guess, but 
the rcport went from lip to lip until it was 
quite generally believed. This report said the 
negotiations were being made by Ben. W. 
Lewis, Jr., late President of the Wabash. 
Captain Jobn A. Scudder, President of the 
Anchor Line, was waited upon by areporter ot 
the PosT-DISPATCH. Mr. Scudder admitted 
that he had heard the rumors, but be denied 
emphatically that there was any truth in 
them. No purchase had deen made, 
he. Said; neither had there 
been any negotiations looking to such a pur- 
chase. Ile thought the report was started on 
Change as a joke. It certainly was a joke, 
he said, and he gave his official word that the 
subject wasentirely new to him. Mr. Lewis 
was called upon, but he was not in his office. 
Several prominent merchants were seen be- 
fore Mr. Scudd¢r was met, and here is the way 
they talked ot it: 

Miles Sells— Les, I heard the rumor yes- 
ter day. He wants all the transportation lines 
ofthe South and West. Ile wants the Missis- 
sippi. Thereis going to be a dcuble track 
raiiroadto Belmont, and two elevators there 
—one for grain and one for package freight. 
Oh, I hardly think though that he wants the 
Anchor Line, Let it he haditcould’nt he have 
domebody to run it who knows how torun 
steamboats? Ihave talked about it to Mr. 
Scudder, but he’s very mum, 

Thomas P. Sullivan—Ict would be the biggest 
thing out. His capital and mind would be here 
and he would have the river depened. The 
Anchor Line fol¥s have been clever to us, and 
I believe Jay Gould would be too. 

Peter Conrad—I didn’t hear it; don’t believe 
it. However, it may be so. Jay Gould may 
be a good railroad man and a very poor 
steamboatman. 

Hi. H. Symmes—Oh, that’s only telk. He 
wants no steamboatiine. What would hedo 
with steamboats? He wants 
though—plenty of em. He 
more use for the Anchor Line than 
you have; butit he would build a fast mail 
line for the St. Louis ana New Orleans trade 
and run ‘emin connection with his railroads 
and get the mail contract it would be all right. 
They’d be fine feeders for his roads and his 
roads for them.

Line— Didn't hear any rumor of the kind. 
Don’t believe it, Very probably he couldn’t 
run such a line to advantage as it nowis. 

Capt. John P. Keiser, Sup’t Anchor Line— 
Not atbing new. 

John W. King, Kountz Line Agent —-Whew! 
whet next? No, didn’t hear the rumor, I 
would like to see it done, though, 

James O'Neal, Superintendent N, O. Anchor 
Line—Ha!ha! ha! That looks like a good 
joke. You’re sold. 

Geo. C. Wolff, famous for learning news 
quickly—I have heard nothing about it. If

HIS FOURTH CHANCE. 


Kring Again on Trial for Murder in Court, 

At the meeting of the Criminal Court to-day 
the sudience room and aisles were packed 
with Grangers sommoned from the country to 
try Kring for the fourth time on his life. Of 
the 300 men summoned 296 answered their 
nt mes when called by Sheriff Herbert. Kring 
was the only person in the 
dock. Ile was dressed in a suit 
of black broadcloth and paced 


the dock in a thoughtful and contented mood. 
At about 11 o'clock the work of calling the 
jurors was completed, and the jurors having 
excuses other than business ones were called 
to the Judge’s chair. About fiity stepped tor- 
ward and offered their excuses. Several were 
excused until 10:30 a. m. to-morrow to give 
them time to make some necessary ar- 
rangement to attend the selection of a 
jury. Thirty-eight of the applicants were 
excused from service on various excuses. A 
large per cent ofjthese were deaf, while many 
ofthem could not read writing. Others had 
sick wives and others still were likely to have 
sons or daughters in their absence. Many ot 
the jurors were suffering from various com- 
plaints and were excused on this account. 
At noon all the nen summoned who had ex- 
cuses had offered them andthe case was call- 
ed. Seward and Jones asked that a recess be 
taken until 2 p. m. to give them time for con- 
sultation. A recess wes taken untilthattime. 
The expensegof this special venire from the 
county will be enormous, as each 
ot the 296 men in attendance get, 51 50 per — 7 
and each will be paid wileage, which will 
make to-day’sexpenses footup over $1,200, 
and to-morrow’s will reach nearly $800, 
This trial will doubtless be the most costly 
one to the State that bas ever come before the 
Criminal Court. Various opinions are enter 
tained as to the result ol this trial It is said 
that in event of a verdict of guilty the case 
will be taken to a higher court, and that many 
good grounds can be set forth by the defense. 
The policy of the defense, sotar, has been to 
stop proceedings until Col. Normile is no 
longer Prosecuting Attorney.

The disastreus nature of many of the late

During the past 
ummer over forty tests were given in a light 
rame building erected on Washington avenue 
for the purpose, all of which were highly suc- 
essful.

The Barnes Au- 
omatic is a system of pipes through a build- 
ing similar to gas pipes, provided at proper 
intervals with spraying nozzles. These noz- 
es are sealed with a fusible metal that melts 
st 165 degrees Fahrenheit.

THE LOCAL LEGISLATURE. 


Meeting of the Upper and Lower House. 
The Council met last night at 7:30. Messrs. 
Tansey, Scudder and Samuels were 
appointed on the joint legislative committee 
with the House of Delegates. The bill relat- 
ing to the extension of the Market street car 
line to Tower Grove Park was received from 
the House and read for the first time. 
The Committee on Railroads reported 
back „the House” bill on the» exten- 
sion of the Citizens’ Railroad with an 
important amendment. This amendment 
provides that the company pay the city, semi- 
annually, $2,500 until January, 1884, when 
the company pay the city $5,000 annually un- 
tiltheir charter expires.in 1909. This sum 
does not include the regular city taxes of the 
company. The slop question was then taken up 
and considered until adjournment, Mr. Fran- 
cis’ bill being discussed. Mr. Fraley desired 
to amend the bill so that the con or would 
be obliged to devote all his time to the re- 
moval of slops. His amendment did not re- 
ceive the indorsement of the Council. Mr. 
Rowse’s amendment to give the contractor 
sixty instead of thirty days in which to com- 
mence work after the approval of the con- 
tract was adopted. It was decided toretain 
but ten per cent of the contractor’s pay as 
collateral until the sum of $2,000 was se- 
cured. It was also determined to give 
the present Board of Health authority to let 
the contract monthly for three years. 
HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

‘The House assembled at the usual hour last 
night. A large number of bills relating to 
the opening of streets and alleys and laying of 
railroad tracks were introduced. Mr. Part- 


ridge offered a bill authorizing the 
Coroner to turn over the fees 
of his oftice to the citv. Mr. Marriott pre- 


sented a letter from Henry Shaw in relation 
tothe proposed St. Louis, Carondelet and 
Forest Park Railroad, Mr. Shaw objected 
to the construction of this road, as it would 
interfere with the park system and destroy 
the value of certain streets. Mr. Shaw de- 


sired the bill to be reecommitted 
to the Committee on Railroads. 
so that the Park Commissioners and 


citizens might be heard on the subject. 
Mr. Marriott offered an amendment to the 
bill providing that the track shali not be laid 
witbin 600 feet of either the northwest or 
south limits of Tower Grove Park, and not 
parallel to either the Manchester road or 
King’s Highway, unless at a distance of 450 
feet from the road. The whole matter was 
referred to the railroad commit- 
tee. Mr. Gerhart spoke at some 
length on his interest-saving scheme. He 
guaranteed to save the city $500,000 annual- 
ly tif his plan was adoptea. Mr. Adreon 
spoke for some time in relation to Gerhart’s 
plan. He favored it to-a certain extent, but 
thought it would not work at the present 
time. He hoped the State would relieve the 
city of the necessity of paying interest on her 
bonds. He favored the passage of a constitu- 
tional amendment allowing#§cities to issue 
bonds. Pending this discussion the House 
adjourned.
